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STATE RESTS 


Marie Sampleson Finishes Her 


More Than Interesting Testi- 


mony-Dell Reed Called. 


CASE 


At the conclusion of testimony 


given by Bdnft Cothrell, sister of the 
mtmlered girl, this afternoon, Prose- 
eutor Emrlck announced to tlie court 
that the state rested its case against 
Charles Dunn. 


Both Judge Hench and Mr. Emrick, 


of the prosecution, expressed the con- 
fident opinion that the state had 
made out its case against the accused 


man. 


The court took a brief recess, at 


the close of -which court took an ad- 
journment on motion of the defense 
until tomorrow morning, when the 
defense will begin its case. 


After me sensanonal testimony 


given by Marie Sampleson yesterday 
afternoon the disclosures in the case 
today seemed tame. 
OFhe examina- 


tion of Marie Sampleson was conclud- 
ed and Del Beed, Dunn's hired man, 
who has been confined in jail as a 
witness in default of bond for his ap- 
pearance since Dunn's arrest, was 
placed on the stand* 


Marie Sampleson, the domestic at 


the Dunn home, who gave the most 
remarkable testimony of the trial, 
left the witness stand at 11:30 o'clock 
this morning. Her examination, be- 
gan Tuesday afternoon at 1-30 and 
was continued until adjournment of 
court at 4:30 o'clock. 
This morning 


the cross-examination was lesuined 
at 9 o'clock, eo that the witness was 
upon the stand a total of about n?e 
and one-half hours, a mucb longer 
time than that occupied in the ques- 
tioning of any othftr witness. 


The attorneys for the state mam- 


tain that the testimony given by the j 
girl at the coroner's inquest, and of- 
fered In evidence by the defense to- 


day, corroborates in e*err material 
point her later evidence, witi the 
single exception that in it o;cur3 no 
mention of having heard screams 
soon after the Cothrell girl passed 
from her sight On the other hand, 
the attorneys for Mr. Dunn express 
confidence ,that they will be able to 
show variance tc so great a degree as 
to counteract the effect of much of 
her later testimony. 


CKOWD AGAIN EAULY. 


The unusual interest reawakened 


by the startling testimony of Marie 
Sampleson Tuesday afternoon gave a 
renewed impetus to the attendance 
. today, and spectators began arriving 
in the court room as early as 7 
o'clock, two hours before the time of 
opening. By 9 o'clock every seat was 
occupied, and behind those seated 
rtood a mass of other spectators. 
Standing room was at a premium, 
and as was the case yesterday, fully 
half of the spectators were ladies. 
Host of those seated had removed 
their hats, and a number had lunches 
with thorn. 


Marie Sampleson took the witness 


stand again at the opening of court 
and Mr, Colerick resumed his cross- 
examination, after a whispered con*! 
sultation with Mr. Morris and Detec- j 
tive Mahan, who occupied a place be* 
side the prisoner. 


CROSS-EXAMIKATIOK. 


Miss Sampleson said her father's 


name was Sampleson; not Sample; 
that she had not told anybody she 
had taken the name "Marie*7 because 
she liked it. Had always had the 
name. Mr. Colerick referred to wit- 
ness* statement on Tuesday to the 
effect that on the afternoon of July 
2 she had seen Dunn in the barn door, 
with his hands up to the jamb of the j 


door, about in the center of the barn. 
Mr. Colerick had drawn & diagram of 
the barn elevations. (Saw Dunn once 
at barn door, with his hands up; then 
he entered a second door. All doors on 
east side of barn; second door was 
south of first. Saw (him only once 
there. There is another door on east 
side, north of center door. Did not 
see him that afternoon at north door. 


After hesitation witness said sho! 


was at clothesline when she saw! 
Dunn; she was about twenty feet 
from the house. 
Witness was in 


same place when she saw him enter 
second door, about two or three min- 
utes after she first 9aw 'him, 


There was a ripple of laughter at a 


verbal clash between Mr. Colerick and 
Judge Hench, but it was quickly 
stilled by the deputy sheriff's gavel. 


Witness said it was about 1:25 


o'clock when she saw Dunn at barn 
door; it was before he had eaten din- 
ner; it was before Mrs. Cothrell came 
to get water. 


Witness did not remember whether 


she was washing a red table cloth 
when Mrs. Cothrell came. Saw her 
come for water about 1:46 o'clock— 
about ten minutes after I *aw Duna 
at barn.

started for home, going to dining 
room door* Saw her at window with- 
in two feet of me. I entered dining 
room; Alice Cathrell and I were in 
dining room a moment together after 
I returned; Alice went ahead of m* 
on out of the kitchen. I went to get 
bucket Told her I was going to get 
some water; she offered to go; I said 
Clayte was going; Alice did this talk- 
ing as she was leaving house by 
woodshed porch. 


She told me 0:1 porch she wasn't 


feeling well that day; that her 
mamma didn't get her any cooked 
dinner that day; said they had bread 
and butter, onions and radishes; that 
she had had some lemonade. Did not 
speak of Edna. 


HEAKD SOME SCREAMS, 


Last I saw of her she was in th<; 


alley; saw her going through yard; 
when she reached the alley I took my 
pail and went after water. Was there | 
but a few minutes: coming back Ti 
heard some screams; this was but two 
or three minutes after I had seen 
Alice go into alley. Thought screams 
were out north. 


Noise did not come from out ir. 


front of HMie's; don't know what I 
said at coroner's inquest regarding 
this. 
Cistern door was open as wit- 


ness left house to go to Eaire's; she 
drew two buckets of water before 
Alitfe came. 


Did not push anybody in the cis- 


tern. 
Had conversation with Edna 


Cotlirell on way home from Hunter- 
town; Edna said she thought Alice 
might be in there; I said she couldn't 
be in there. 
Did not tell Edna I 


would choke her to death. 


Edna did not accuse me of being 


the cause of Alice's death. 


STUCK TIP FOK DUNN. 


Witness, with Edna Cothrell and i 


Dell Reed, went to Huntertown Sat- I 
unlay evening; Edna and witness had 
; 


quarreled coming home. 
Edna said 


Dunn had been trying to run her in 
the ground for the last week. 
I 


stuck up for Dunn. 


She spoke of Alice; said I ought not 


be so careless as to leave that cistern 
open; said Mrs. Dunn might fall in. 
T said Mrs. Dunn had sense enough 
to walk around that cistern. 
Die! 


not threaten to choke Edna at any 
time. 


Witness admitted 
that she and 


Dell Keed had slept together some 
times. 
Dell was there before I went; 


Dunn's lived first in store building; 
witness finally said she and Dell had 
occupied same bed about one-third 
of the time. 


Had nothing against the Cothrcll*s; 


Edna and I were good friends most 
of the time; not all the time in July; 
did not know 
whether Edna was 


"stuck" on Delph or not; was not 
aware that Edna had sent Alice to 
watch witness and Heed. 
Alice came 


sometimes when Dell 
and I were. 


there; did not accuse Alice of being 
a spy. 


SENT GIRL HOME. 


I sent her home; she was there all 


the time. 
She had lice, and I got 


them of her; she sat on my lap. Dell 
didn't have lice. 
Told her to go 


home until she got rid of them. Never 
slapped her or laid a hand on her, 
Think I sent her home three times. 


Witness said Ali:e had "snooped" 


around; stole candy once. 
Did not 


push her in cistern: did not know 
she was there and did not suspect it. 
Did not believe she was dead when I 
heard screams* 
Talked with Mrs. 


Dunn and Hettie Haire about screams 
—asked Hettie 
if 
she 
had heard 


them; think she said no. 
Witness 


could not say why she had not told 
others about hearing screams; did 
not think about telling- it; did not 
nay much attention to them after I 
had looked and found nothing. Wit- 
ness said she had not mentioned th« 
screams to searchers. 


Cistern was open as witness en- 


tered 
with 
bucket 
after 
hearing 


screams. 
Mrs. Dunn was in dining 


room. 
Told her I was not hurt, but 


that I had heard someone scream. 
Told 
her 
it 
was "them kids." 


Thought it was the Haire children; 
children were playing at mill and out 
in front. 


DID NOT IDENTIFY SCREAMS. 
Witness could not say whether 


screams sounded like a boy's voice 
or not. 
Oldest of Haire's boys is 


eleven or twelve; youger about ten. 
Believed it was the Haire boys; they 
were running up and down with their 
wagon hauling sawdust. 


Witness did not close the cistern; 


Mrs. Cothrell closed it when she came 
after water about ten or fifteen min- 


utes to 2 o'clock. 
I was in wood- 


shed and saw her close it. 
Left it 


open because it was unhandy to get 
down and open both lids. 
Dunn 


said to keep lower ad closed. 
After 


that Mrs. Dunn told me to keep it 
closed. 
Don't remember of Dunn 


telling me to keep it closed on ac- 
count of his wife. 
It was about 


forty minutes after I heard screams 
that Mrs. Cothrell closed cistern- 
no, about a half hour to thirty-five 
minutes* 


Saw Dunn, at barn trith lantern 


Tuesday night. 
Cothrell and Dell 


had gone to town with one of Dunn's 
horses kept in that barn. 
Suppose 


they \vent into that barn and got the 
horse before I saw Dunn v/ivh lan- 
tern. 
Did not see others near mill 


with 
lantern* 
Don't 
think 
Mr. 


Mains. Mrs. 
Catterman 
and Mrs. 


Mains were in mill at that time. 
Dunn had lantern 
in barn; light 


moved about in bam; saw light in 
barn just a few minutes—possibly 
five. 
Dunn came out with lantern 


in his hand. 


WAITED TO HEAH NEWS. 


Witness did not go upstairs to bed 


early Tuesday night, but was not 
waiting for Dell; was waiting to hear 
if they had found Alice; there was 
excitement around the village. 
No 


one told me to stay up. 
Witness lay 


down on lounge 
after 11 o'clock; 


Dunn told me I ought to go to bed; 
had been in the habit of lying on 
lounge. 
Witness 
was on lounge 


when Dell came home; I went up- 
stairs soon after him. 
Asked him 


in the hall if they had heard any- 
thing about her. 


Mr. Colerick brought into evidence 


a conversation he held with the girl 
shortly after Dunn's arrest; witness 
admitted Hr. Colerick had asked her 
to tell him truly just -what 'had hap- 
pened; but said she did not remenibe* 
what she had said to him. 
Witness 


said she was taken to the jail that 
evening. 
DID NOT TELL ATTORNEY ALL. 


Had not told of screams or of see- 


ing Dunn at barn door before was 
placed in jail. Thought it unneces- 
sary to tell Mr. Colerick, and witness 
said she was afraid to tell it hefors 
the coroner's inquest because Dunn 
had told her not to. Questioned as to 
precisely when she had first told of 
these matters, witness denied* that 
she had been kept -behind bars until 
she had told of this. Was kept in 
cell room from Tuesday night to Sat- 
urday morning. 
First told of ser- 


ing Dunn at barn door to Mrs. Stout: 
next to Mr. Stout. 
Did not sign a 


statement until later. 


Mr. Colerick placed the return of 


evidence of coroner's 
inquest, 
and 


witness admitted having signed it. 
Mr. Colerick referred to his ca1! at 
the jail, when he asked witness if she 
knew anything- against Duna, n)>d 
witness admitted having said she did 
not want to say anything further TO 
him; admitted that Mr. Colerictc told 
her it was her duty to tell the whole 
truth, whether it be for or against 
Dunn. Mr. Colerick then offered in 
evidence on behalf of his client as a 
part of the cross-examination of 
Marie Sampleson, her evidence given 
and rendered before Coroner Barnett 
at the inquest on, the body of Alice 
Cothrell. It was admitted and 7/Tr. 
Morris read the testimony to the 
jury. 
• 


TESTIMONY TO CORONEK. 


It covered preliminary questions as 


to girl's age; told of going to Dunn's 
to live; told of seeing Alice last going 
down the 
alley northward 
from 


Dunn's; 
told of the visits of the 


Cothrells for water; of Dunn's com- 
ing to dinner; of Mrs. Dunn wonder- 
ing if child was in cistern: of witness 
saying the girl must have just 
walked into cistern; of hearing men 
say Sunday that Dunn ought 
to 


search the cistern; that Dunn said he 
told them to come in and search; 
heard Mrs. Dunn refer to the cistern 
about three times during the v/oek: 
was not afraid of officers when Miey 
came; Dunn didn't look into cistern 
until Sunday; that Dunn was not at 
home yet when little girl disap- 
peared; thought little girl might hove 
gone through the house any time be- 
tween 1:15 and 2 o'clock; Dunn did 
not tell witness to fix time; did not 
see Dunn carry girl downstairs; did 
not see anybody strangle the girl. 
All drank cistern water ever since 
they lived there. 


The evidence was in much detail 


and considerable time was required 
for Mr, Morris to read it to the jury. 


IT WAS A LOVE AFFAIR. 


Replying to Judge Hench's ques- 


tion on re-direct examination, wit- 
ness said that in attempting to com- 
mit suicide she took some stuff, on 
account of her troubles with refer- 
ence to Jim Barkdale; he wanted to 
marry me and my 
sister did not 


want me to marry him; I wanted to 
marry him, but did not* 


Witness said Dunn had told her to 


go and talk to Hettie Haire about 


the screams. Counsel for defense ob- 
jected on the ground that the ques- 
tion was 
leading 
and 
improper. 


Court modified the question, and wit* 
ness slid Dunn 
told her Monday 


morning before they came to town 
sho had -better 
go and 'see Hettie 


and see if she knew anything; that 
I had better get her on my side. 


Questioned -by >Ir. Colerick, wit- 


ness repeated preceding 
statement 


alleged to have been made by Dunn. 
This concluded the examination of 
the girl. 


DELPH REED NEXT, 


Ira Dalphos Reed, who had been 


the hii^d man at Dunn's place, was 
next placed on the stand. 


Replying to Judge Hench's ques- 


tions, Reed said he was seventeen 
yc^rs of age and single; 
will be 


eighteen February 23; bom at Shel- 


don, 
Ind.; father is living-; mother 


diea five years ago; father lives at 
102 Riverside avenue; witness did 
not know the name of the county or 
township in which he lived. 


Rave known Charles 
Dunn for 


about a year; am held at jail as a 
witr.ess; there since July 9. First 
knew Dunn when he lived on Spy 
Run avenue; don't know number of 
the house; it was about 
a square 


from Fleckenstsin's house. 


Commenced 
to work 
for Dunn 


about a year ago; I drove team haul- 
ing- logs; Dunn moved February 19 
from Riverside 
avenus to Wallen; 


lived there about four and a half 
months; first lived1 in house where 
Cothrells now live; then moved four 
doors north, where he residsd when 
arrested. 
Remember the day Alice 


Cothrell was missed—Tuesday, July 
2. That morning Cothrell, Dunn and 
I v;ent to Mr. Hand's woods after 
logs; left the barn at mill between 
0:30 and 7 o'clock, standard time. 
After we started 
home with logs 


Dunn rode on my wagon, but left us 
about two and a quarter miles north 
of Wallen and went south towards 
Wallen; he 'had crosscut saw on his 
shoulder. 
We drove- on about half 


mile and stopped and fed. 


WHEN DX7NN LEFT. 


It was between 12:30 and 1 o'clock 


that Dunn left us, 
I had stopped 


just west of that point to get a jug 
of water; Dunn was sitting- on load 
of logs 
when I got it. We met 


farmers with two wagons and hay- 
racks going after hay; did not know 
the men; this was about quarter mile 
from where 
'Dunn left us. 
After 


feeding we drove to Fort Wayne, 


Got to Fort Wayne with logs about 


G oi- G:30 o'clock; left the logs that 
night at Smith & Randall's sawmill. 
Got home to Wallen that night abouf 
9 o'clock or little la'jter. 
Unhitched 


and put away horses in north side of 
bain; feed and bedding for horses 
v/.is already in; 
don't 
remember 


whether that had ever occurred be- 
fore or not. 


Watered the horses at mill and 


after putting them away I went to 
Dunn's, where I was boarding; gy, 
my £Upper r.ftsr 9 o'eio^;; J>r,:. 
Mrs. Dunn and 
Marie S-ir.^^-. 


were there. First heard that Alice 
was missing just south of Wallen 
about 9 o'clock; met Edna Cothrell, 
Rosa Mains and her brother. 


After supper Cothrell and I got a 


horse from the north side of Dunn's 
stable and drove to Fort 
Wayne. 


Sawdust was kept in barn for bed- 
ding; it was kept on south side of 
barn, at east sida 
of west double 


stall; pile 
of sawdust 
was six or 


seven feet square and about two- and 
a half feet deep; would not pass it 
in putting away Cothrell's horses. 
Harness was kept just behind horses. 
Only small pile of sawdust on north 
side of barn. 
Overhead were a few 


old pieces of harness, etc., but noth- 
ing to feed horses. 
Hay and corn 


was in mangers. 
Drove 
to 
Fort 


Wayne in single buggy; got home 
about Jll or 11:30 o'clock. Stopped 
first at houses south 
of 
Wallen; 


reaching the city, we went to police 
station and talked with officers there; 
do not know who they were. 


At this point in the examination 


court adjourned 
until 1:30 o'clock 


this afternoon. 


Reed Resumed the witness stand at 


the opening of court this afternoon. 
Replying to Judge Bench's question. 
Reed said on Friday, July 5, he heard 
Mrs. Dunn say to Dunn at dinner: 


WOULD SEARCH CISTERN. 


"Why don't you search the cistern? 


She might be in there." 


He said: '-All right; I'll search the 


cistern after dinner—just to please 
you." 


Dunn did not search it. A similai 


request was made by Mrs, Dunn on 
Saturday. 
He said: Well, I was 


going to search it yesterday and for- 
got it, I'll search it right after din- 
ner." 


Thursday evening Dunn said he ex- 


pected men would want somo money 
Saturday; said we would take logs to 


town next day, so he would have a 
way of getting money. Cothrell was 
not there. 


Left the house Friday morning 


about 7 o'clock to go to Griswold*;; 
woods after logs. I took my load to 
town; first drove to Dunn's mill at 
Wallen; got there a little after din- 
ner.

Rooms opened out into a hall 
Dunn, found Marie and witness to- 
gether in first house they lived in at 
Wallen; saw them a number of tim^s 
After they moved to other liou-se he 
saw us a number of times in the 
morning; in same bed. \ 


CROSS EXAMINATION. 


Oh the cross-examination by "Mv. 


Colerick, Reed said after they hi I 
moved out of the Cothrell house about 
a month the intimacy between wit- 
ness and Marie began; she came to 
liis h2J. 


Horses driven by witness Thursday 


were "Bill" and "Fred;" Cothrell 
drove ''Jerry" and ''Frank." Tues- 
day night we used *'DickM to come to 
Fort Wayne, Witness got'horse from 
barn; harnessed it outside; Gothi-ell 
was with me; we had a light, but ditl 
not take it into the barn. 


Marie Sampleson was prssent wh**n 


Hrs. Dunn spoke of the cistern. 
Don't remember of Marie saying any- 
thing about closing cistern. liid not 
hear her say she had seen Alice after 
she had closed the cistern. 


Cross-cut saw carried by Dunn was 


about six feet long; it had 'been used | 
by us in cutting logs from 9 o'clock 
on. Dunn helped, and then rode to 
the uoint where he left us to walk to 
Wallen. Logs were from twenty to 
twenty-four or twenty-six inches in 
diameter .three on each wagon, and 
ten and sixteen feet long. It was a' 
very warm day. 


When witness was asked if he 


knew whether Mrs. Dunn was crazy, 
state objected to the question, and 
was sustained. State was also sus- 
tained in its objection to the question 
as to what Dunn's treatment of his 
wife was. 


Dunn did not follow Cothrell anrt I 


to the barn Tuesday night; there 
were some small children around 
there, but no grown persons. Three 
doors on east side of barn; onlv « 
small opening on north side; similar 
opening on west side; small door on 
south side, about 1x1^ feet in size, 
two feet above the ground. Witness 
pave size and positions of various 
doors and openings in sides of "barns; 
no locks on doors; anyone can enter 
it at will. 


There is a cistern in saw mill:

Answering Judge Hench in the re- 


direct examination, witness said light 
used by himself and Cothrell Tuesday 
n:^ht was a lantern. Small doors in 
> vn were used for cleaning out b'ani. 


Replying to Mr. Colerick, witness 


said it had never before been so late 
as 9 o'clock when he returned fiom 
hauling logs to Fort Wayne. 


To Judge Hench's question, witness 


said it was 3 o'clock or later when he 
and Cothrell returned from 
F< rt 


Wayne the night they were hunting 
for Alice. Went to his room on north 
side upstairs; think nobody spoke as 
I cime in. 


Replying to Mr. Colerick, witness 


said he supposed he could have seen 
anybody who happened to b* lying 
on the first lounge as he cam's in. 


This concluded Reed's examination. 
Edna Ellen Cc-tbrell was the next 


witness. She states" that on Thurs- 
day, July 4, she askfd Dunn if he 
•had searcuud his cistern to see if 
Alica was in it. 
Dunn replied that 


he h.id not but would. The day fol- 
lowing the told witness ttnt he had 
searched the cistern and that Ihece 
was nothing in it.

evidence of Marie Sampleson, the do- 
mestic who has been employed at 
Dunn's home, given to the jury Tues- 
day afternoon, created a pronounced 
sensation, and the public now very 
naturally wonders how many moro 
sensational disclosures will be made 
before this remarkable case is ended. 
A court room packed with spectators 
heard the testimony, much of it of 
the vilest character, and there was 
the most intense interest manifested.

The decrease was wholly due 


to the suspension of milling in South 
Africa, which in 1899 produced $73,- 
577,100 and last year only $0,671,- 
000. 
The United States leads in 


gold production as usual, with $79,- 
171,000 to her credit for 1900. She 
s also ahead on silver, her record for 
1900 being $35,741,100, with Mex- 


ico, 
her closest rival, credited with 


$35,611,400. tto other country pro- 
duced over $10,000,000 in silver. 


General Miles seizes the opportun- 


ity afforded by his annual report to 
the secretary of war to emphasize his 
objection to bureaucratic administra- 
tion of the army. The tendency, he 
says, is to absorb and usurp the en- 
tire conduct of the military estab- 
lishment in the city of Washington. 
The navy is just at present offering 
an illustration of the culmination of 
a similar tendency. The remedy sug- 
gested by General Miles is decentral- 
ization and the return to subordinate 
officers of the authority of which 
they have been dispossessed. 
The 


evil of which he complains has found

LEMLY HAS 


JUDGE ADVOCATE FINISHES EX- 


AMINATION. 


THE COURT ASKS QUESTIONS 


DEFENSE DOES NOT RESUME EX- 


AMINATION. 


ADMIRAL SCHLEY EXCUSED 


DAYS" SIEGE UNDER FIHE 


ENDS. 


Oct. 
30,—With the 


opening: of the Schloy court of in- 
quiry today Admiral Schlcy began 
the fifth day of his testimony and 
the third day of his crocs-examina- 
tion. The prospect then was that he 
would continue on the stand throug-h- 
out the day. 


Judga Advocate Lemly still had a 


long list of typewritten questions 
before him and the different mem- 
bers of the court have been indus- 
triously preparing questions to 'be 
presented to the admiral for his con- 
sideration, when his examination by 
coxmsel is concluded. The testimony 
began today where left off yesterday, 
taking up different phases of the 
blockade off Santiago nnd passing 
from that question into the recon- 
noisance of Hay 31, when the Span- 
ish cruiser Cristobal Colo'n was bom- 
barded. 


The battle of July 3d was left for 


the last subject to be considered. 


Concerning the reconnoisance of 


May 31 and the bombardment of 
the Cristobal Colon the admiral said: 


"The development of the facts as 


to the- batteries and ships was* in 
my opinion, sufficient 
The enemy's 


ships could not get away and they 
did not get away."* 


THE BATTLE. 


Captain Lemly passed to the battle 


of July 3, stopping to ask one or two 
incidental questions about the cir- 
cumstances of the evening of July 
22. 


The cross-examination of Admiral 


Schley on the battle of Santiago be- 
gan with a question as to what the 
first movement 
of the 'Brooklyn's 


helm was after the enemy's ships 
were sighted coming out. 


"We were lieading west by north," 


he replied. "The first holm was to 
port." 


"Captain Cook gave the order for 


the turn?" 


"Yes." 
"You regard that turn as very im- 


portant, do you not?" 
' "1 think it was the movement that 
decided the events of that day." 


(<Do you assume full responsibility 


for the- turn?" 


"Absolutely. If I did not give the 


order I approved it," replied the 
admiral. 


Captain Lemly asked: 
"Bid the Brooklyn stand in and 


attempt to sink the Spanish fleet in 
the channel?" 
ll started in at first to help the 


other vessels and to have them help 
me. 
I felt if we could stop the 


Spaniards the battleships could g'o 
in and sink them. 
I never had any 


idea that they would get away." 


Continuing, he said, in reply to 


questions he estimated that the 
Brooklyn had gone into within from 


mile to a mile and a half of the 


mouth of the harbor and was within 
range of the shore batteries. 
He 


thought that for from twelve to four* 
teen minutes the flagship had been 
within a range of less than 2,000 
yards from the Spanish slups. 


"They looked very close," he said. 
Reverting to Admiral Schley's let- 


ter to the senate Captain. Lemly said; 


"Now, there appear to be three rea- 


sons why you made the turn. 
Why 


did you make that -turn?" 


TO 'BEAT THE ENEMY. 


Admiral Schley replied: 
"As I already stated in my direct 


testimony there is another very much 
more important reason which you 
have not asked* and that was that 
the ship might continue in the ac- 
;ion and beat the enemy as we did. 
That was the controlling one of all." 


The judge advocate then took up 


Admiral Schley's report of the battle 
made to the department dated Guan- 
tonanio Bay, July 6, 1808, and he was 
questioned concerning the statements 
made therein, attention being called 
to the statement 'that ai"ter'the Viz- 
caya had struck her colors the sig- 
nal was made to cease firing, and 
then the following sentence: 
"The 


Oregon having proved vastly faster 
than the other battleships, she and 
tho Brooklyn, together with the Tex- 
as -and another vessel, which proved 
to be your flagship, continued west- 
ward in pursuit of the Colon, which 
had run close in shore, evidently 
seeking some good spot to rest upon 
if she should fail to elude her pur- 
suers." 


"You wrote that?" asked Captain 


Iiemly. . ; • - " , 


"Yes," replied Admiral Schley, 


"and I can explain the -whole thing if 
you will permit me to introduce n 
preliminary report I made that was 
returned." 


The court finally ruled that the 


matter had better be brought out in 
some other way than by introduction 
of the report 


Mr. Baynor: "This was sent. This 


is not the report that was sent to the 
telegraph office." 


Admiral Dewey: "Oh, I beg your 


pardon." 
t 


Captain Lemly and Mr. P.aynor con- 


tinued the discussion for some time. 


COURT CHANGES TOXJNG. 


The former charged Mr, Raynor's 


purpose was to destroy with the 
cross-examination. 
Admiral Dcwey 


finally put an end to the discussion 
by saying that if there was no ob- 
jection to bringing in the report at 
another time it could be brought at 
this point. Thereupon Captain Lem- 
ly withdrew his objection. 


"The damage has already been 


done," said he. "It is for the pui-poae 
of destroying the order of the cross- 
examination and is now acconmlisL- 
ed. He -has already accomplished all 
the damage he can do." 


At this point, the hour of 1 o'clock 


having arrived, the court took a re- 
cess for lunc-heon. 


After recess Captain Lemly laid 


before the court Admiral SchleyV, 
press copybook containing a copy of 
his letter embracing his first report 
to Admiral Sampson of the battle of 
Santiago, which had been returned, 
ar.d 
there wns more contention, be- 


tween counsel as to the admissability 
of the document as evidence. 
The 


decision of the court was to the effect 
that the report could not be read 
aloud and was announced through 
Admiral Dewey. 


After some further sparring by 
unsel Admiral 
Schley explained 


that the origins! report of the battle 
he took to the commander-in-chief 
and then returned to the Brooklyn. 


"Admiral Sampson then signalled 


for me to come on board again," he 
said, "which I did, and he handed 
the report back to me. 
There was 


nobody but himself and myself in 
the cabin at the time, and from the 
conversation I had with him I was 
led to believe-—" 


Caotain Lemly: 
"We want the 


conversation." 


Admiral 
Schley: 
"He 
handed 


back to me with the statement that 
he was commander-in-chief and that 
I had omitted a very important de- 
tail—that the New York was not 
present. 
I felt that the victory at 


that time, as I said, was big enough 
for all, and I made this out 'of gener- 
osity and because I knew that if the 


w 
York had been -present 
she

Last night's meeting of the city 


council in committee of the whole 
was a field <Liy for representatives 
of the various urban and interurban 
traction interests. 
Tho members of 


the council had Httlo part in the 
proceedings otherwise than as lis- 
teners, and they paid close attention 
to all that was said. A considerable 
lobby was in. the auditorium and the 
Harrison street property owners pre- 
sented considerable force of numbers, 
besides being Ably represented by 
their attorneys, Judge IV. G. and 
Henry Colerick, 
both 
of whom, 


among others, addressed the council. 


The purpose of the meeting was to 


consider the Harrison street fran- 
chise matter, which, was taken from 
the table at the last regular meet- 
ing of tho council and referred with 
all matters pertaining to it to com- 
mittee of the whole* 


Councilman Scheid, as chairman of 


the committee, presided at the meet- 
ing and Councilman Hench was clerk 
of the committee. 


In calling the meeting to order 


Chairiuan Scheid stated the purpose 
of the session and invited all per- 
sons who had views to present to the 
counc'l to avail themselves of the 
privilege of the floor. 


SPOKE POR JSTO LINE* 


Henry Colerick, as attorney for 


Harrison street property owners, 
spoke strongly against the granting 
of any franchise to any company 
whatsoever on Harrison street. He 
called the attention, of the council 
to the fact that beginning years ago 
councils had stood firmly against 
every effort of the Port Wayne street 
car company, when it was purely a 
corporation of local capitalists and 
citizens, to get a Harrison 
street 


franchise and declared that any fran- 
chise granted would soon bo owned 
by the Port Wayne Traction com- 
pany. 
Mr. Colerick thought 
Port 


Wayne was hardly 
doing right 


granting franchises to interurban 
lines that were to parallel the great 
steam railways that had done so 
much for the city. 


Judge Walpole G. Colerick followed. 


Ho spoke as the representative of the 
property owners who live south of 
the Wabash railway tracks, who want 
Harrison street kept cpen and free 
from tracks in view of the prospect 
that at no distant day a tunnel will 
afford communication between north 
and south sides free from dangerous 
grade crossing. 
He inquired why 


the Southwestern line did not avail 
itself of the law pnssed by tho last 
legislature and condemn use of the 
Port Wayne Traction company's 
tracks to enter tlio city. 
He also 


wanted to know why the Southwest- 
ern did not use the route it had asked 
for and had been granted. 


A. J. Moynihan. of the Journal- 


Gazette, addressed the council, say- 
ing that he spoke only as a citizen 
interested in the welfare of the city 
and of favorable treatment for all 
mtemrbnii lines. 
He said he had 


no interest whatever in any interur- 
ban enterprise, but wanted tho roads 
to come and wanted the city protect- 
ed and the people paid for the valu- 
able franchises bestowed. 


P. A. Randall declared that he did 


not favor Harrison street for tho 
Southwestern because he believed it 
would be better for the Randall ho- 
tel; on the contrary, he said, the route 
now granted the Southwestern road 
would prove the more beneficial to 
his property. 
He always had, he 


iaid, been a supporter of Port 
Wayne's greater interests, heavily to 
his cost, and he was so now. He be- 
lieved in giving interurban lines tho 
best entrances and the best terms 
possible. 
With interurban roads, he 


declared that in a few years Fort 
Wayne would be a city of 100,000 
•people. 
He thought the council 


should try to build broadly in its in- 
terurban railway policy and con- 
template the whole problem, instead 
of trying to deal with one proposition 
at a time. 


MR. HANNA'S PROPOSITION. 
R. B. Hanna said he represented a 


company of local 
gentlemen who 


would build an interurban termina 
that would solve the whole inter 
urban situation nnd give the city an 
interest and submit to control by the 
city so far as protection to inter 
urban roads was concerned. Ho said 
moreover, that the city could havi 
an option on purchase of the termina 
whenever it was -believed desirabl( 
by the city to do that. 


William Goodfellow as a Harrison 


street property 
owner announced 


himself strongly in favor of giving 
that street up to interurban 
pur- 


poses. He thought a vote by wards 
ought to be taken so that each coun- 
cilman would know just what 
the 


sentiment of his constituents was on 
the nratter. 


17. D. Doughman pressed the claims 


of the Southwestern road^ for which 
interest he is attorney. He pointed 


out that if the Port Wayne* Traction j 
company's lines were used for inter- 
urban purposes the whole traction 
situation was sealed forever and the 
city would never get a cent of rev- 
enue for use of its streets. He de- 
tlared that tho Southwestern, if 
given Harrison street, 
wanted but 


half the cost of construction paid by 
,ho next company using the route, 
\fter which.tho city could fix the 
erms as it pleased. He said that 
his company would bind itself never 
,o transfer to the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion company or its assigns the Har- 
ison street franchise. 


MR. BARRETT TALKS. 


James M. Barrett, attorney for the 


Fort Wayne Traction company, spoke 
it considerable length. 
Mr. Barrett 


asserted that the traction company 
had been misrepresented as main- 
taining an attitude of antagonism to 
nterurban railways, Notwithstand- 
ng assertions to the contrary he said 
iis company had l>een prepared to 
deal fairly with the interurban com- 
panies, but that the Southwestern 
company had early in its career de- 
clared it did not want to make ar- 
rangements with the city lines. Mr. 
3arrett also spoke as n south side 
property owner, setting out that like 
any other property owner in that sec- 
ion of the city he was opposed to the 
use of Harrison street for traction 
purposes. 
It was one prospect dear 


to all south side residents that th$ 
time was not far distant when they 
could pass the railway tracks with- 
out being exposed to danger. 
Mr. 


Barrett pointed out that almost: if 
not quite half of the people of Fort 
Wayne now live south of the rai'.way 
;racks of the Wabash and Pennsyl- 
vania companies and that in. a few 
years two-thirds of Port Wayne's 
population would be living in that 
section of the city. 
Mr, Barrett and 


Councilman Hench then had an in- 
teresting colloquy arising from Hr. 
Elench's inquiry if Mr. Barrett would 
state to the council what he had stat- 
ed to a special committee that called 
on him last winter anent terms upon 
which interurban roads could get use 
of the traction company's tracks. Mr. 
Barrett could not recall the confer- 
ence, though Mr. Hench undertook 
to refresh his memory. 
The First 


ward councilman wanted to know 
why the traction company found it- 
self able to make terms so much 
more liberal to the Lima and Port 
Wayne road, just entered into, than 
any terms it had offered to the South- 
western. 
Mr* Barrett did not make 


tho point clear. 


Councilman Bauer 
afc this point 


moved an executive session and the 
chamber was cleared of spectators. 
The committee adjourned to meet Fri- 
day night. 
The only business of 


record was the appointment of a com- 
mittee to consider Mr. Haniuvs prop 
osition and confer with his company. 
The committee consists of Mr. Ehr- 
man, chairman, and Messrs. Lennon, 
Griebel, Borkenstcin and Miller. 


INTERURBAN AGREEMENT. 
Arrangements have been made be- 


tween D. J. Cable, of Lima, Ohio, 
representing the Port 
Wayne and 


Lima Traction company, and Man* 
ager A. L. Scott, of the Fort Wayne 
Traction company, whereby the cars 
of the new company will enter the 
heart of Fort Wayne over the linos 
of the Port Wayne Traction com- 
pany. 


The Fort Wayne and Lima Trac- 


tion company has secured a franchise 
on New Haven avenue to the inter- 
section of Pioneer avenue, and the 
Fort Wayne Traction company pro- 
poses to extend its lines from the 
corner of Walton avenue and Lewis 
street south on Walton avenue to 
Pioneer avenue, thence to New Ha- 
ven avenue to meet the tracks of the 
new company. 


The agreement provides that the 


Fort Wayne Traction company shall 
provide trackage and furnish power 
to the new company and will sell 
them six 
tickets for 
twenty-five 


cents, each company to share alike, 
50 per cent, to tho interurban com- 
pany and 50 per cent, to the traction 
company. 


The agreement between the two 


companies will shortly be presented 
to the board of works for ratification. 
Mr. Cable, who engineered the deal, 
represents large capital in Ohio and 
he states that conditions are favor- 
able for a speedy completion of the 
electric line between Lima and Fort 
Wayne.

every effort of the Fort .Wayne street

by the Fort 'Wayne Traction com- 
pany.

. D. Dough-man pressed the claims

'MR. BARRETT TALKS. 


James M. Barrett, attorney for the 


Fort Wayne Traction company, spoke 
at considerable length. 
Mr. Barrett 


asserted that the traction company 
had been misrepresented as main- 
taining an attitude of antagonism to 
interurban railways. 
Notwithstand- 


ing assertions to the contrary he said 
his company had Tjeeii prepared to 
deal fairly with the Intel-urban com- 
panies, but that the Southwestern 
company had early in its career de- 
clared it did not want to make ar- 
rangements with the city lines. Mr. 
Barrett also spoke as a south side 
property owner, setting out that like 
any other property owner in, that sec- 
tion of the city he was opposed to the 
use of Harrison- street for traction 
purposes. 
It was one prospect dear 


to all south side residents that thq 
time was not far distant when they 
could pass the railway tracks with- 
out being1 exposed to danger.

Barrett pointed out that •almosi, if 
not quite half of the people of Fort 
Wayne now live south of the railway 
tracks of the Wabash and Pennsyl- 
vania companies and that in a few 
years two-thirds of Fort Wayne's 
population) would foe living- in that 
section of the city. ffir, Barrett and 
Councilman Heiich then had an in- 
teresting -colloquy arising- from Mr. 
Hench's inquiry if Mr. Barrett would 
state to the council what he -had stat- 
ed to a special committee that called 
on him lust winter anent terms upc/n 
which interurban roads could get use 
of the traction company's tracks. Mr. 
Barrett could not recall the confer- 
ence, though Mr. Hench undertook- 
to refresh his memory.

ward •councilman wanted to know 
why the traction company found it- 
self able to make terms so much 
more liberal to the Lima and Fort 
Wayne road, just entered into, than 
any terms it had offered to the South- 
western.

Lima Traction company, and Man- 
ager A. L. Scott, of the -Fort Wayne 
Traction uoinpany, whereby the cars 
of the now company will enter the 
heart of Fort Wayne over the lines

pany. 


The Fort Wayne and Lima Trac- 


tion company has secured a franchise 
on New Haven avenue to the inter- 
section of Pioneer avenue, and the 
Fort Wayne Traction company pro 
poses to extend its lines from the 
corner of Walton avenue and Lewi; 


E/trccfc south on Walton avenue to 
Pioneer avenue, thence to New Ha- 
ven avenue to meet the tracks- of the 
new company.

Marie Sampleson Placed on Stand 


in Dunn Murder Trial-Testi- 


mony Sensational. 


Marie Sampleson, who has "been 


popularly regarded at least as the 
state's star witness in the Dunn mur- 
der trial, was (placed on the stand 
Tuesday afternoon and began recital 
of testimony that in many respects 
is the most interesting yet submitted 
to the jury. 


Del Reed, who -with Miss Sample- 


son has -been held ia jail in default of 
'bond for their appearance at thia 
trial since July 9 last, was brought 
into court when' Miss Sampleson 
made her 
appearance. 
He will 


doubtless follow her oil the -witness 
stand. 


Miss Sarapleson -was domestic in 


Dunn's household at the time Alice 


Cothrell disappeared. 


Yesterday was the seventh of the 


Duun. case, and testimony during the 
morning hours came in somewhat 
slowly. 
There were occasional waits 


for the appearance of witnesses and 
for the consultation of attorneys, hut 
Judge O'Bourke has from the first 
showa an evident desire to expedite 
the case as rapidly as is consistent 
with absolute fairness, and does not 
tolerate unnecessary delays. 


Perhaps the most important testi- 


mony of the morning was that-given 
by Dr. Albert H. MaeBeth, city 
health commissioner, who was pres- 
ent at the second post mortem ex- 
amination upon the remains of little 
Alice Cothrell, and who subsequent- 
ly made a number of microscopic ex- 
aminations in connection with the 
case. 


Several witnesses, among them Dr. 


W. "W. Baruett, the coroner, were re- 
called by the state today, and an- 
swered inquiries in addition to those 
brought out at previous examina- 
tions. 
The state may not be able to 


clcse its side of the testimony today, 
but the end Is not far off. 


Attorney Colerick stated at noon 


that he believed about two days 
would be required to submit the evi- 
dente upon the part of the defense. 
It is expected that during this time 
Mr. Dunn will take the witness stand 
in his own. behalf. 


OPENING OS1 COUBT. 


Early arrivals had completely filled 


the spectators' section of the court 
room even before court opened this 
morning, and previous to the re- 
sumption of the Dunn, case a number 
of routine 'matters, of court business 
received attention. It was 9:03 when 
the jurors filed into their seats. 
There was some delay waiting the nr- 
rival of attorneys before the first wit- 
ness of the day was called, and dur- 
ing this time Dunn sat in conversa- 
tion, first with Mr. Morris and later 
•with Detective Mahan. 


MB. BYAN RECALLED. 


Deputy Sheriff John Ryan was re- 


called to the witness stand, and on 
the re-examination by Judge Hench 
witness said he, in company with 
Edward Cothrell, had started from 
rear of Dunn's premises, went north 
through alley, .turned west and 
reached the road leading from, "Wal- 
len, passed along over the route pre- 
sumably taken by Dunn on day he 
left Cothrell aad Reed on the log 
wagona. 
"Witness said 
fifty-one 


minutes were required to walk from 
Wallen to the point where Dunn left 
the -wagons to go to Wallen about 
noon. July 2. 


Counsel for defense objected to the 


inquiries and answers, citing /is 
reasons that the testimony was in- 
competent and irrelevant, failing to 
show that the route was the same as 
that taken by Dunn, and that defend- 
ant -was not present. Overruled. 


MKS. COTHBELL BECALLED. 
When, witness took the stand de- 


fense, objected to the recalling of Mrs. 
Cothrell on the ground that objection 
was made on first day to recalling 


witnesses, and that leaving import-1 
ant after-testimony till the last was j 
unfair to defendant. The court over- \ 
ruled the objection, and defense filed 
exception. 


When. Judge Hench asked witness 


if she had called at Dunn'a house 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, while 
Dunn was eating dinner, witness said 
she went .there, at S o'clock, but did 
not sea Dunn. 


Witness said Dunn had not told her 


to search every place in Wallen, as 
a previous witness had said Dunn 
told him. Witness had never told 
Duna she had whipped her daughter 
Alice. 


During, the entire course of Mrs. 


Cothrell's examination there was al- 
most invariable objection upon the 
parb of the defense. 


Witness testified that she had never 


between July 2 and time daughter 
was found in. cistern stated to Dunn 
that she wished her daughter was 
dead; never stated so to him prior to 
July 2; never made such a statement 
to any person in Dunn's presence at 
any time.

Victoria, B. C., Oct. 10.—W. 
W. 


Hockhill, the commissioner who rep- 
resented the United States in the 
negotiations between the allies and 
China, has arrived by the steamship 
Empress of Japan on his way to 
Washington. 
Ha has •with him « 


copy of the protocol "between China 
and the powers which was recently 
signed by the representatives 01 the 
various nations interested. 


Ke will proceed direct to Wash- 


ington by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road. Affairs hi China have resumed 
their normal state, the commissioner 
said in an interview. 


Ha did not anticipate any furthpr 


outbreak, hut there was uo telling 
•what 'Wi/zild happen in China. The 
so-called insurrections in K<ing Su 
and Manchuria, he said, were sim- 
ply local uprisings which had been 
very much exaggerated. Three hun- 
dred Chinese troops entered Pekin on 
September 17 and the keys of the 
gates were handed over to Prince 
Ching with elaborate and brilliant 
ceremonies. 


TEOOPS WITHDRAWN. 


All the foreign troops were with- 


drr.wn with the exception of the lega- 
tion guards and guards at ths rail- 
way stations. 
Since the Tien-Tsin 


affair there has been no trouble over 
the railway from the coast to Pekin, 
which is controlled by the British in 
fact. Tho commercial interests segin- 
ed to be taking charge of the coun- 
try and a commission "W-SLS being or- 
ganized to conduct commercial nego- 
tiations with China. 
This commis- 


sion will revise the treaties and ar- 
range for the opening of more ports. 
The commissioner is of the opinion 
that the work of the commission will 
bring about & much better state of 
affairs. 
The British and 
Chinese 


members of the commission have al- 
ready been appointed and the other 
nations nave been asked 
to name 


their 
representatives. 
Before 
Mr. 


Rockhill left 
Pekin 
the 
Chinese 


troops had commenced to police ths 
city. The people, he said, had been 
benefited by the 
occupation, they 


having been given work rebuilding 
the" legations and ou other works at 
wages which they had never dream- 
ed of. 
On" the other hand, many of 


those who were well off before the 
occupation had bean rendered desti- 
tute as a result of it. The legation 
concessions tad bean 
greatly 
in- 


creased and the British, -legation, is 
being built in the form of a fort, 
with a inoat and, guns mounted. 


COITBT SOON TO BETURN. 


Mr. B/oclihi?l said he expected to 


hear very shortly of the return of the 
court to Pekir.. 


While missionaries were murdered 


and tortured in other parts of China, 
Boraan Catholic missionaries 
had 


livEd under the 
protection of the 


court at Esiang Fu. British officers 
and missionaries had since visited 
the court and were very warmly re- 
ceived. 


Mr. Rockliill says many people are 


starving in the 
district in which 


Hsiang Fu is situated, but ths re- 
.ports of the famine in other parts 
of the empire sent out to the prc£j 
have been greatly exaggerated. The

the opportunity presents itself, make 
appointments not only of competent 
men, but of men of various shades of 
political opinion, and that -he will 
recommend to the nest legislature a 
reformation of all boards of control 
that are now bi-partisan, so that they 
may be such in the future." 
. Prominent 'among the Indiana pan- 
pie here is Miss Emily Rhodes, of 
Richmond, the new superintendent of 
the women's prison and the girls' re- 
formatory at Indianapolis.

Following the public meeting a re- 


ception was tendered the delegates 
and visitors at the Oliver hotel, the 
reception committee consisting of 
South Bend's leading society women.

a total of $1,235,555.66. 
Deducting 


from this the recei-pts and earnings 
turned 
into the state 
treasury, 


amounting to 891,879.79, the net 
cost to the state is shown to have 
been $1,143,675.87. 
For the same 


period in the preceding year the net 
cost to the-state amounted to $1,332,- 
308.78, indicating a decrease for this 
year of $89,232.91. 
This is largely 


in the' expenditures for construction 
and extraordinary repairs, the regu- 
lar running expenses of the institu- 
tions, notwithstanding the increased 
cost o£ supplies, being practically the 
same as for the year before.

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Marie Sampleson Placed on Stand 


in Dunn Murder Trial-Testi- 


mony Sensational 


Marie Samplesonj 
"who has "been 


popularly regarded at least as the 
state's star ^witness in the Dunn mur- 
der trial, was placed on the stand 
Tuesday afternoon and began recital 
of testimony that in many respects 
is the most interesting yet submitted 
to the jury. 


Bel Reed, who with Miss Sample- 


son has 'been held in jail in default of 
bond for their appearance at this 
trial since July 9 last, was brought 
into court 
whew Miss Sampleson 


made her 
appearance. 
He will 


doubtless follow her ou the witness 
stand. 


Miss Sampleson °was domestic in 


Dunn's household 'at the time Alice 


Cothrell disappeared. 


Yesterday was the seventh of the 


Dunn case, and testimony during the 
morning hours came in somewhat 
slowly. There were occasional waits 
for the appearance of witnesses and 
for the consultation of attorneys, but 
Judge O'Bonrke has from the first 
shown an evident desire to expedite 
the case as rapidly as is consistent 
with ah'solute fan-ness, and does not 
tolerate unnecessary delays. 


Perhaps the most important testi- 


mony of the morning was that-given 
by Dr. Albert H. MaeBeth, city 
health commissioner, who was pres- 
ent at the second post mortem ex- 
amination upon the remains of little 
Alice Cothrell, and who subsequent- 
ly made a, number of microscopic es- 
mninations in connection with the 
case. 


Geveral witnesses, among them Dr. 


W. W. Earuett, the coroner, were re- 
called by the state today, and an- 
swered inquiries in addition, to those 
brought out at previous examina- 
tions. 
The state may not be able to 


elcse its side of the testimony today, 
but the end is not far off. 


Attorney Colerick stated at noon 


that he believed about two days 
•would be required to submit the evi- 
dence upon the part of the defense. 
It is expected that during this time 
Mr. Dunn will take the witness stand 
in his own. behalf. 


OPENING OF COTJB.T. 


Early arrivals had completely filled 


the spectators' section of the court 
room even before court opened this 
morning, and previous to the re- 
sumption, of the Dunn case a number 
of routine •matters, of court business 
received attention. It was 9:03 when 
•the jurors filed into their seats. 
There was some delay waiting the ar- 
rival of attorneys before the first wit- 
ness of the day was called, and dur- 
ing this time Dunn sat in conversa- 
tion, first with Mr. Morris and later 
with Detective Mahan.

THE BODY DESTEOYED. 


A few aays ago, uuctc-r tne war- 


den's order, an experiment was made 
to determine the poorer of quicklime 
11 the destruction of flesh and bone, 
which was not satisfactory. 
War- 


den Head* who conferred with those 
if the physicians present, determin- 
ed, in conjunction with Superintend- 
ent Collins, that the purpose of the 
law was the destruction of the body 
and that it was not necessary to use 
quicklime for that end. 


Accordingly, a carboy of acid was 


obtained and poured upon the body 
iu the coffin after it had been lowered 
into the grave. 
Straw was used in 


the four corners of the grave as th< 
earth was put in to give rent to such 
g-as£s as might form. 


It is the belief of the physicians 


that the body will be entirely disin 
tegrated within twelve hours. Din- 
ing; that time antl as long- as deemed 
necessary a guard will be kept ove 
the unmarked grave. 


COULD NOT SEE HEMAINS.

THE ASSASSIN LIED. 


Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 29.—In his in- 


terview with Superintendent Collins 
last night Czolgosz made another ex- 
planation of his visit to Chicago just 
jefore he went to Buffalo, but latei 
admitted that he had lied. 
He said 


;hat when he reached Chicago a boy, 
whom he did not know, approached 
lim at the depot and handed him a 
packet of money. Ee said the money 
was for use in ths Buffalo triu, but 
hat he never knew "who sent it to 
lim or the identity of the lad who de- 
ivered it.

Recalled by the state, 3Ir. Stout 


said he saw an old pump stock stick- 
ing out of a cistern in the mill. 


William E. Dunfee was the next

Know Charles Dunn and Hr. and 
Mrs. Cothrell. July 2 witness said 
he was helping Mr. Jotmore make 
rails.

Arose next morning

The taking of testimony in the fa- 


mous Dunn case was commenced in 
the Allen circuit 
court Thursday, 


when the state introduced the first 
in the list of -witnesses hy whom it 
expects to make out a strong case 
against Charles Dunn, indicted for 
the murder of little Alice Cothrell, 
at Wallen, in July last. The state 
began hy placing; the mother of the 
dead girl upon the witness stand, 
and she was followed by Edward 
Cothrell, the father, the examina- 
tion of these two witnesses occupy- 
ing the entire forenoon session. It 
is the evident purpose of the state to 
trace in their natural sequence the 
series of circumstances which ter- 
minated in the arrest of Mr. Dunn.

Was born and 
raised in this county; lived about two 
years in Chicago.

March to July I worked for Dunn as 
a teamster..

Left 
home that morning about 8 o'clock 
and went to Mr. Hand's place after 
logs.

Dunn 
came to the woods that day. 
We 


loaded v/agons with logs and started 
to Fort Wayne over Lima road; cams 
hy John Anderson's house; my team 
was in rear of Reed's; Dunn was on 
Beed's wagon .part of the way after 
leaving woods. 
Dunn got off at 


crossroads north, of Wallen and 
started toward Wallen, aarrying n 
crosscut saw upon his shoulder. 
Dunn left Beed's wagon about one- 
half mile from Anderson's house.

EXAMINATION OF°BODY. 


Dr. Grcsnweil looked over foody; 


first examining limbs without re- 
moving clothing.

scissors cut clothing from the body 
to look for 
bruises, abrasions or 


other evidences of injuries. 
He then 


examined the neck and genital or- 
gans. Sheriff Stout holding the lamp. 


Dr. Greenwell opened the thoracic

THE EYOID BONE. 


At the request of Mr. Emrick, Dr. 


Barnett produced 'a -hyoid bone and 
xplained to the jury its normal po- 
rtion, and attachments. 
He then il- 


asfcrated the broken condition of the 
3one as discovered at the second post- 
mortem examination of Alice Goth- 
ell's body. 
Witness said this fracture of 


hyoid bone could hardly be caused by 


:essure on one side of the neck alone. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Colerick, 


Dr. Barnett said absence of blood 
was noticed in all tissues surround- 
ng the hyoid bone. 
Said he took 


.tntement of Dr. Eosenthal that it 
was the right corner of bone that was 
broken; it was one or the other; did 
not nave the hone in my hand, and 
could not tell absolutely whether 
lone was right side up or not. 
Didn't examine itihe throat; liad 


enough evidence without it. Stomaca 
vas apparently normal; did not see it 
ipened; was normal in appearance 
and empty. Best authors do not da- 
-Den'd on condition of stomach in cases 
if death -by strangulation or asphyxi- 
ation to determine whether death oc- 
curred previous to submersion, but 
to lungs. 


Mr. Colerick presented 
questions 


covering medical authorities on con- 
ditions ill cases of drowning, in an 
effort to show that a large percentage 
of cases of death from drowning 
would not shew water in tlie lungs. 


Thyroid glnnd was examined at 


second post-mortem. 
Mr. Colerick 


asked as to condition of neck at final 
examination that marked a distinc- 
tion between death preceding sub- 
mersion and death by 
drowning. 


Witness said there was none. 


TIME OF EXAMINATION. 


Witness said it was nearly 6 o'clock 


when examination began; Greenwel' 
came about an hour later.

The principle of the refrigerator 
ras manliest in the conditions about 
the cistern. Day was not excessively 
warm; next Wednesday was an ex- 
tremely warm day; light we u?ed at 
examination was from lamp. 


After witness had stated that light 


was sufficient for him, and supposed 
it was for Dr. Greenwell, defense 
moved to strike out statement; sus- 
tained. 


On re-direct examination Dr. Bar- 


nett stated that he had taken the 
measurements of the cistern holes in 
Dunn's house; apertures of the" two 
openings were not on parallel lines. 
In kitchen floor opening was about 
16x22 inches; that opening was not 
directly above the opening in the 
cistern top, so there would be flanges 
on lower border of opening; open 
space down would be about 13x17 
inches. 


CISTEEN WATER BAD. 


Examined the water, and in one 


dipper full found four different char- 
acters of insects, floating chips, etc; 
whole dipperful was filthy. 


•Paper bag in which clothing was 


kept was furnished by some member 
of the Cothrell family; clothing was 
wet and rolled in n wad; it was never 
opened until examined by Mr. Coler- 
ick and his detective. 


Both, post mortem 
examinations 


were held in the same room of the 
Cothrell home at Wallen. 


All the clothing of the dead girl 


was submitted to the jury for exam-

Members of the jury examined the 
garments closely.

WOMAN GETS OVER NIAGARA 


MBS. TAYLOR LEAPS FALLS IN 


A BARREL. 


Amazing Feat That Has Never Be- 


fore Been Performed—Escaped 


With Slight Injuries. 


Niagara Palls, Oct. 25.—At last the 


falls of Niagara fcave teen conquer- 
ed, and hy a woman, for yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor, 
a widow, safely passed over them in 
a barrel. It was beyond any con- 
ception, but her own that she would 
live to tell the story. But she is 
alive today and the doctors say as 
soon as she gets over the shock she 
will be all right. 


At 4:05 o'clock the barrel was set 


adrift and Mrs. Taylor was at the 
mercy of the current in waters that 
never 'before have been known to 
spare a human life. 'From the spot 
where the rowboat left the barrel the 
current runs frightfully swift and 
soon "breaks over reefs that cause the 
water to toss In fury. The 'barrel 
was weighted with n 2,000-pound 
anvil, and it floated nicely in the 
water, Mrs. Taylor apparently re- 
taining an upright position for the 
greater part of the trip. In passing 
over the horseshoe fall the ban-el 
kept toward the Canadian side at a 
point 300 feet from the center. 
It 


dropped over the fall at 4:23 o'clock. 
In less than a minute it appeared at 
the base of the fall and was swept 
down, stream. 
The current cast it 


aside in an eddy, and, floating back 
up stream, it was held between two 
eddies until captured at 4:40 o'clock. 


As it was landed on. a rock in the 


river it was difficult to handle, "but 
several men soon had the hatch, off. 
Mrs. Taylor was alive and conscious, 
but before she could be taken out of 
the "barrel it was necessary to saw a 
portion of the top away. She is suf- 
fering greatly from the shock. She 
has a three-inch cut in her scalp 
back fff the right ear, 'but how 01 
when she got it she does not know, 
She complains of pain between, the 
shoulders, "but this is thought to 'be 
from the fact that her shoulders were 
tnrown hack during the plunge, as 
she had her arms in straps, and. these 
undoubtedly saved her neck from 
breaking. 
While thanking God for 


sparing her life, she warns every- 
body against trying to make the 
trip. Mrs. Taylor is 43 years old 
She was toorn in Auburn, N. Y., and 
has crossed the American contineni 
eight times.

Up Strong Ilcaolntioiis Against 


Use oC Alcohol. 


Tho physicians of Sydney, N. S. W., 


havu issued a very important docu- 
ment which will be welcomed by all 
interested in the betterment of the 
vtice. The declaration is as follows: 


"A Declaration.—We, 
recognising 


the widespread ignorance prevailing 
with regard to the nature and effects 
of alcoholic liquors, 
and 
bclicvin 


that much disease, insanity, pauper- 
ism and crime in the community re- 
sult 
from the indiscriminate con- 


sumption of these beverages, 
feel 


called upon to make known the fol- 
lowing- facts: 


"1. That perfect health is compat- 


ible with total abstinence from all 
alcoholic beverages. 


"2. That alcoholic liquors, instead 


.of increasing, as is 
popularly 
as- 


sumed, rather decrease capacity Tor 
work, and should be expressly ab- 
stained from when extremes of heat 
and cold have to be borne. 
. "3. That the habitual use of alco- 
holic liquors in quantities convention- 
ally deemed moderate is often pro- 
ductive of serious disease. 


"4. That alcoholic drinks 
should 


never be given to persons suffering 
frum ill-health or disease, except by 
the advice oE n medical man. 


","). That no medical man 
should 


prescribe alcohol without 
a, grave 


sense of responsibility, and that the 
quantity and duration 
of time 
for 


taking it should be definitely fixed."
